Al presented a brief President’s report and announced that the 
Association would continue the awards presentations started at the last 
meeting. Al asked members to consider recommendations for future 
awards and to forward recommendations to members of the executive. 

The following awards were presented at the meeting: 

Bob Brown and Edward MacPherson were awarded certificates of Apmeueen for their efforts in 
recruiting new members and in their ongoing support of the Association. 

Ross Kingdon was awarded a Life membership for his efforts in promoting the hobby through the 
Association’s publication ‘Timber Talk’. Al advised that the awards still had to be prepared and would 
be forwarded to the recipients at a later date. 

Al Munro presented the Treasurer’s report. He advised that the major item in the financial statements 
was a receipt of $1000.00 from the Atlantic Provinces Wooden Money Association, which has now 
disbanded. Al advised that our Association is in good shape financially due largely to the above 
donation and due to donations received in the past from Lou Vesh for the ‘Birds Of Our Garden’ 
woods. Al moved acceptance and Bob Brown seconded the motion. The motion passed unanimously. 

Ross Kingdon made a motion that stated: “I move that the C.A.W.M.C. newsletter ‘TimberTalk’ be 
published bi-monthly in the months of January, March, May, July, September and November in each 
calendar year. Along with this would be the expectation that, if sufficient material warranted more 
Gen newsletters, the editor would have the discretion to publish a newsletter in any one or more of
